It is understood that substantial 
enemy detachments, particularly 
tank groups, have endeavored to 
steal away during the night, de- 
pending justly on the assumption 
they will not be molested from 
the sky. Earlier it had been ar 
gued that American planes could 
overtake them the next day and 
destroy them at leisure, but the 
Germans are such masters at 
camouflage, using chicken wire 
and natural foliage, that a certain 
proportion of their forces are be- 
lieved to have escaped observa- 
tion. 

It was also argued that in clas- 
sic examples of cavalry encircle- 
ment, such as those of Murat 
after Jena and Sheridan toward 
the end of the Civil War, an es- 
cape hole was left deliberately on 
the theory the trapped enemy 
would scurry toward it and could 
be exterminated en masse. 

Measures now apparently § are 
being taken to prevent a repeti- 
tion on a large scale of the Ger- 
man success of a few weeks ago 
in evading a snare set by Gen. 
Bradley south of Lessay. 

One of the strangest features of 
the French campaign is the de- 
termination of American airmen 
to fly only in the daytime. They 
seem never to have heard of 
flares of which the Germans 
make brilliant usa, dropping huge 
chandeliers which burn for a 
quarter of an hour and illuminate 
the landscape for miles around 
with a noonday glare. American 
air power is overwhelmingly su- 
perior, but small, nondescript rem- 
nants of the Luftwaffe roam the 
night skies at will, meeting little 
or no opposition. As emphasized 
before in these dispatches, this 
all harks back to the neglect of 
American air authorities to de- 
velop night fighters and bombers. 
The stress has always been on 
daylight operations. The British, 
on the contrary, emphasized night 
fiying and have created the Beau- 
fighter and now the 
rocket craft.

SHERMAN W, BOWEN DIES: 
CONSTRUCTION ENGINEER 


Sherman W. Bowen, construc- 
tion engineer and former vice- 
president of the Fruin-Colnon 
Contracting Co., died of heart dis- 
ease yesterday at his home on Fee 
Fee road, near Roberston. He 
was 67 years old. 

Mr. Bowen, who was an expert 
in construction of foundations, 
had been associated with Fruin- 
Colnon since 1916. He was made 
vice-president in 1927, and had re- 
tired a month ago because of ill 
health.

ROCKE7-FIRING

A UNITED STATES AIR 
FORCE BASE IN FRANCE, Aug. 
19 (AP).—Rocket-firing American 
Thunderbolts, as sensational 
performance as the rocket-bearing 
Royal Air Force Typhoons, have 
been secretly participating in re- 


cent attacks on retreating Ger- 
man armored columns, ® was an- 
nounced tonight. 

While many details of the new 
weapon still have not been an- 
nounced, it can be stated that 
the planes throw 4 highly explo- 
sive armor-piercing rocket that 
will spilt the toughest Nazi tank 
in half from either a high or low 
level. 

The rocket is a new type Amer- 
ican-developed projectile—not the 
same as the rocket carried by the 
British Typhoons. The rockets 
are aimed and fired with the same 
gunsights pilots use for strafing. 

As an example of their potency 
Col. Anthony Grosetta of Tucson, 
Ariz., commander of one group, 
said his men knocked out 19 Ger- 
man tanks with 45 rockets in one 
day. They are most suitable for 
attacks on armored columns mov-~ 
ing along the highways but also 
have been used successfully 
against airfields.

On the Estonian and Latvian 
fronts, two other Russian armies 
captured 80 localities in their 
simultaneous drives on Riga, Lat- 
vian capital, and Gen. Ivan Mas- 
lennikov’s Estonian forces also 
were on the verge of snapping the 
Tallinn-Riga railway at Tartu, 100 
miles southeast of Tallinn, Eston- 
ian capital. 

In Latvia, the town of Aluksne 
on a lake of the same name was 
taken by Maslennikov’s lower 
wing spilling across the Estonian 
frontier. Farther south, Gen. An- 
drei Yeremenko's Second Baltic 
Army seized two towns 70 miles 
from Riga. 

The two stranded German Bal- 
tic armies were fighting with bit- 
ter tenacity, and there appeared 
to be no German hope or intention 
of trying to save these 200,000 
men. Moscow dispatches said they 
were being sacrificed in a German 
effort to delay the onslaught on 
East Prussia, 


Southwest of Riga the First Bal- 
tic Army commanded by Gen. 
Ivan Bagramian fought off heavy 
enemy attacks in the Siauliai area 
of northern Lithuania. The Ger- 
mans were trying to erase a third 
threat to East Prussia. 


Berlin also told for the second 
straight day of Russian attempts

Vito Marcantonio 


Nominated for Fifth Term 
in Congress by Demo- 
cratic, Republican and 
American Labor Par- 
ties, but Regarded by 
Regulars as Pariah.

NEW YORK, Aug. 19. 

ONGRESSMAN VITO MARCANTONIO, 
C». nation’s No. 1 political paradox, will 

float back to office next Novembe@ on 
a primary tide that gave him the nomination 
for re-election on Democratic, Republican 
and American Labor party tickets for the 
second time in his explosive career. He is 
thus assured of returning to Washington 
for a fifth term—on the face of things, the 
people’s unanimous choice. 

The fact is, however, that outside his own 
Eighteenth District Marcantonio is a polit- 
ical pariah in the eyes of regular Repub- 
licans and regular Democrats. Many of his 
congressional colleagues would hesitate to 
be photographed shaking hands with him, 
but he is the idol of the left wing A. L. P., 
and therein lies the secret of his success. 

Some degree of his unpopularity with reg- 
ular organization workers may be illustrated 
by the recent post-primary conduct of his 
defeated Democratic and Republican rivals. 
Each promptly indicated he would demand 
a recount, but later abandoned the idea 
after contemplating Marcantonio’s comfort- 
able majorities. Each then declared inten- 
tion to file as an independent candidate. 
Later one of them changed his mind but 
the disconsolate followers of the other have 
entered him in a seemingly hopeless contest. 
His Power No Accident. 

It has been frequently assumed that 
Marcantonio’s political power was rooted by 
the accident of birth in his own poverty- 
stricken Eighteenth District—the old Twen- 
tieth until recent gerrymandering to Mar- 
cantonio’s disadvantage. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. He was first elected 
to Congress in 1934 by the skin of his 
teeth, profiting as a Republican by the vic- 
tory of Fiorello H. LaGuardia and the 
Fusion movement against Tammany. In 
1936 he was defeated for re-election by a 
humiliating majority. 

By sticking closely to the domestic polli- 
cies of the New Deal after re-election in 
1938—an event in itself constituting a 
strange paradox—the radical Congressman 
achieved a remarkable hold on the voters 
of his district. That conglomerate area 
embraces about 150,000 people, of whom 
roughly 60 per cent are of Italian extrac- 
tion, as is Marcantonio; about 25 per cent 
are Puerto Rican; and the remainder is 
made up of Jews, Irish and Negroes with a 
recent addition, due to the redistricting, of 
a large group of German-Americans. Meas- 
ured economically, the population ranges 
from moderately poor to impoverished. 


Money for His District. 


Marcantonio lost no time on his arrival 
in Congress in taking full advantage of 
Government spending. He delivered prompt- 
ly, to his district, relief allotments, WPA 
and PWA_ enterprises, hospitals, play- 
grounds, a local high school and many 
other public, job-providing improvements. 
He busied himself actively with movements 
to liberalize naturalization laws and other 
causes of vital concern to his many foreign- 
born constituents and their families. 

He spoke violently and frequently against 
Fascism, offending many voters of Italian 
descent in his district where Mussolini was 
‘something of an international hero and 
where pro-Fascist groups were organized in 
increasing number. In reply, he was flatly 
charged with being a Communist and there 
is no doubt that this sentiment and the pro- 
Mussolini vote materially contributed to his 
1936 defeat. 

The turn of events, however, brought 
these very enemies into his camp. They 
-Yreturned him to Congress in 1938 with 
enthusiastic indorsement. Although a New 
Dealer on domestic affairs Marcantonio 
broke with the Administration on interna- 
tional policy, adopting an isolationist stand 
that won him the allegiance of the factions 
causing his political downfall. In 1940 he 
‘put the district in his pocket” by obtaining 
a record majority of 11,000 votes as candi- 
date of both Republican and A.L.P. tickets. 

Those elements in the district who had 
been persuaded to the Marcantonio cause 
by isolationist sentiments, received all and 
more than they had bargained for. Marcan- 
tonio voted ‘‘no”’ on every bill directed at 
military preparation of the United States 
or toward aid to Great Britain or the Al-

OW much longer can the war in Ew 
H rope last? This is a eccmmon current 

version of the question, of absorbing 
public interest for the last two years and 
more: When will the war end? 

Almost daily in recent weeks, some mili- 
tary or civilian personage of note has ex- 
pressed the view that Germany cannot much 
longer resist the advance of Russia on the 
east and of American and British forces 
in +o west. With every such expression, 
or following it, has come a warning against 
over-optimism. 

Among Allied leaders, probably Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill has discussed 
this question most frequently, and has not 
spared his expressions of caution against 
over-confidencey but last November, while 
forecasting ‘“‘great sacrifices’ ahead for the 
American and British forces, he said: 

“It is a reasonable assumption that, unless 
we make some grave strategical mistake, 
the year 1944 will see the climax of the 
European war.” 

As lately as last February, he decried 
“the vain and foolish belief that the war 
will soon be over,” and the resultant ten- 
dency ‘‘to push personal or party ends with- 
out regard to the common interest.” 


Cautiously Optimistic. 


But at the beginning of August, Churchill 
said to the House of Commons: 

“I fear greatly the raising of false hopes, 
but I no longer feel bound to deny that vie- 
tory may come perhaps soon.” 

About the same time, Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden was telling the Commons 
that there would not be any peace made 
with Germany in the next seven weeks— 
but this did not mean, he was careful to 
say, that Germany might not surrender 
within that length of time. Surrender, he 
implied, might come at any time; peace 
would be a later eventuality. 

President Roosevelt’s latest utterance on 
the question Aug. 12, in his radio address 
from the North Pacific Coast after his visit 
to Hawall and the Aleutians, was a decliina- 
tion to prophesy. Announcing that “more 
than a million of our troops are overseas 
in the Pacific,” the President then said: 
“The war is well in hand in this vast area, 
but I cannot tell you, if I knew, when the 
war will be over either in Europe or in the 
Far East or the war against Japan.” 


1944 Year of Victory.” 


Mr. Roosevelt, who a year ago said the 
length of the war would depend on “un- 
interrupted continuance of all-out efforts 
on the fighting. fronts and at home,” and 
who last February indorsed a Churchill 
statement that the European conflict might 
extend into 1945, nevertheless wired to the 
French Consulate Committee in North 
Africa, in mid-January, that “1944 will be 
the year of victory.” 

Even this, it might be pointed out, was 
not a definite prophecy as to the end of 
hostilities. Gen. Sir Henry Maitland Wil- 
son, also early in 1944, put it this way: 
“With luck the Allies will win the war in 
Europe this year; whether we'll finish {ft 
this year is another matter.” 

Gen, Dwight D. Eisenhower, like the Pres- 
ident, is less definite in his latest utterance 
on this subject than in one which preceded 
it. He said last week that any attempt to 
figure the length of the war remaining, in 
terms of weeks, must depend merely on 
hunches and wishful thinking. He pointed 
out the likelihood that Hitler will fight so 
long as he can keep the German people in 
subjection. 

At a press conference last December, 
before he assumed command of the invasion 
forces in England, Gen. Eisenhower said: 
“We will win the European war in 1944.” 
He remarked that in making such predie- 
tions, one was sometimes tempted to qualify, 
but that he was resisting any such impulse. 

Admiral Ernest J. King, a few days later, 
agreed with Eisenhower that “The defeat 
of Germany in 1944 may be expected,” and 
added that at the same time “unremitting 
pressure on Japan will be continued and 
increased,” 

Admiral King later re-emphasized his 
statement as to Japan, saying: “Granting 
we are able to defeat the Germans this year 
—which can happen—it would be dangerous

For Women at the Peace Table 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Last May, at the convention of Wom- 
en's Clubs in St. Louis, a resolution was 
passed in favor of a woman delegate 
at the peace conference at the close of 
the war. 

That suggestion is admirable as far 
as it goes, but it is altogether too mod- 
est. There should be a large number of 
women delegates. Indeed, the number 
of women should equal the men at the 
peace table. 

Women as a whole are more strongly 
opposed to war than are men. In apite 
of their proclaimed desire for peace, 
their treaties and conventions, nations 
(governed by men) have so far failed to 
maintain peace. 

Since World War I, more and more’ 
women have been making intensive 
study of the problems of war and peace, 
until their mame is legion. There are 
today fully as many women as men— 
probably more—who are well qualified 
to cope with the intricate problems which 
will face the delegates. 

Experts are needed—not politicians. I 
submit that such experts as Anne O'Hare 
McCormick and Dorothy Thompson and 
such intellectuals in the peace move- 
ment as Pearl Buck, Vera M. Dean and 
Emily G. Balch, who understand the ac- 
tual, not the advertised, causes of war 
and the essential procedures for mainte- 
mance of peace, could render invaluable 
assistance. 

It is none too early to begin selection 
of delegates whose records will insure 
their steadfast adherence to principles 
of justice and good will. Those women 
would know such principles better than 
politicians, diplomats and military men. 

The women know that the equality of 
races and nations must be recognized, 
and justice must be meted out to all 
peoples. 

To accomplish its purpose, to make the 
conference a success, the participation 
of women is urgently needed.

A Gloomy Prophecy 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: . 

The letter of “World War I Vet” on 
Aug. 15 reflects my thoughts exactly. 
I have always maintained that Roosevelt 
is going in the direction of Wilson, and 
like Wilson will be repudiated by the 
American people. 

The reason will be that the Allies are 
friends only because they can use us. 
When the war ia over, they will turn 
our peace delegates’ heads by adulation. 
As a result, we shall get nothing out of 
the war, not even the islands needed 
for our defense. No payment will be 
made on our war debts. 

We shall be thoroughly disgusted and 
sink back into isolationism—this time 
to stay, for the Atlantic Charter and the 
Four Freedoms will have been forgotten 
by Mr. Roosevelt in his ambition, like 
Wilson, to be the big shot at the peace 
table. And this puerile love of adula- 
tion and power will tactfully be used 
by our Allies at the peace table to get 
what they want and give us nothing for 
the money spent and the blood spilled. 

Shades of Wilson! A. 8. 
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It is to the independent voter—he who decides 
presidential elections—that both Mr. Roosevelt 
and Mr. Dewey. must appeal in the forthcoming 
presidential campaign, which will be opened 
Sept. 7, when Gov. Dewey is scheduled to make 
a major speech in Philadelphia. 

The independent voter is not a Republican, 
not a Democrat, not a Socialist, not a Communist, 
but a middle-of-the-road American proud of the 
fact that he wears no political label. His sole 
interest when he goes to the polls is what he 
considers his country’s welfare. He is intelligent, 
wholesomely skeptical and very much in earnest 
about the responsibility as well as the privilege 
of the ballot. 

In this election, the independent voter is think- 
ing of three major issues: (1) the winning of the 
war; (2) the winning and the keeping of the 
peace; (3) postwar economic security within the 
nation. All other issues are subordinate to these, 
though, of course, the attitude of the candidates 
toward some of them will shed light on their 
attitude toward the larger issues.

Just now the war is going well both in Europe 
and in the Pacific, with many persons predicting 
it will soon end in Europe. Would the pace of the 
war be slowed down in case of a G. O. P. victory, 
with the inevitable confusion and uncertainty in 
Washington attendant upon a change in admin- 
istration; or is our war leadership so independ- 
ent of political leadership as to operate smooth- 
ly despite this interruption? 

Mr. Roosevelt has been in intimate touch with 
Churchill, Stalin and Chiang Kai-shek at Wash- 
ington, Casablanca, Cairo and Teheran, and is 
soon to meet Churchill again. Such meetings and 
the bonds of understanding established by them 
have had a direct effect on strategy in every the- 
ater of war. Mr. Dewey obviously could not have 
had such contacts. Would his absence from such 
meetings handicap him in future dealings with 
Allied leaders, or could he pick up the delicate 
threads where Roosevelt left off? 

Mr. Dewey would have to serve not only as 
President but as Commander in Chief. This much 
cussed and discussed term actually does imply a 
large measure of purely military leadership. For 
example, according to Sumner Welles, Mr. Roose- 
velt originated the North African campaign. It 
also involves co-ordinating the efforts of chiefs 
of staff, and the various services, and co-opera- 
tion with the plans of our Allies. Is Mr. Dewey 
by experience or demonstrable aptitude capable 
of assuming this internationally important role 
on the world stage?

Kindred questions may be asked about both 
candidates’ ability, once the war is over, to cope 
with the vast problems of the peace settlement 
and the thornier problems surrounding the es- 
tablishment of a world organization for a fook 
proof peace. Both Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Dewey 
so far have spoken mostly in general and some- 
times equivocal terms of the postwar setup. Which 
of the two candidates would be better equipped 
to assist in the creation of the kind of world 
organization we must have to prevent future wars;

and which of the candidates could better marshal 
the nation’s opinion behind him in such an en- 
deavor? 

The independent voter knows that the economic 
stability of the postwar world will depend in 
large part on the economic stability of the Unit- 
ed States. He is thinking in terms of men and 
jobs after the war, of the prosperity of industry 
which will provide jobs and of the Government 
measures that may have to be taken to cushion 
postwar depressions and to curb feverish post- 
war booms. He looks back with distress to the 
unemployment of 1920 and 1921, to the unchecked 
boom of the late ’20s and to the ghastly depres- 
sion of the ’30s. 


Which candidate is best equipped to fend off 
the boom and bust cycles of our economy and to 
see that it is operated to guard the people against 
fake prosperity and miserable joblessness? Mr. 
Roosevelt struggled hard and, in many respects 
in vain to cope with the depression of the ’30s. 
However, throughout the period, he showed him- 
self keenly alive to the need for action and did 
take many steps to give economic aid to those 
most in need of it. Many of his remedial meas- 
ures are in the statute books to stay and have 
been accepted by the Republicans both in 1940 
and 1944, because they are so generally prized it 
would be political suicide to oppose them. 

No one knows how best to deal with the eco- 
nomic problems that will confront us after the 
war. Our country is going to have to face in 
world competition the Socialist economy of Rus- 
sia, the rigidly-managed economy of Britain and 
the increasingly socialized economy of many 
European countries, along with the poverty of 
a world which hag just suffered the most punish- 
ing and wealth-destroying war of all time. What 
kind of administration can best chart this un- 
known sea? 

Mr. Dewey, both because of his own leanings 
and because of the powerful forces within the 
traditionally conservative Republican party, would 
probably pursue a policy of encouragement to 
private enterprise with as little governmental 
regulation and participation as possible. Mr. 
Roosevelt’s experiences and beliefs would incline 
him to the use of whatever governmental machin- 
ery he thinks necessary to take the curves out of 
the economic cycle. Which is the course of wis-

The independent voter will ignore all diver- 
sionary and trivial campaign tactics. He must 
sense that we are living in a fast-moving world, 
a world that will never be the same after the 
war as it was before. He knows that this election, 
perhaps more than any other in our history, calls 
for the choice of a President who can best get on 
to victory, who can best deal with other nations 
in setting up a strong security organization and 
who can most effectively deal with the economic 
problems of postwar days. It is by these stand- 
ards that the independent voter will scrutinize 
both candidates; it is by these standards that 
the election will be decided. 


A Third Bumper Crop 


We hear so‘much of troubles on the farm front 
that it is refreshing to realize that another year 
of bumper agricultural production now seems as- 
surred. If so, 1944 will be the eighth successive 
year of good yields and the third of bumper 
crops. , 

Several factors have co-operated to this con- 
summation so devoutly to be wished because of 
the vigorous domestic demand, and the rapidly 
increasing calls from overseas. The National City 
Bank of New York, in its Monthly Review, points 
out that, in spite of planting delays and short- 
ages of labor, machipery and supplies, America’s 
farmers put in a little larger acreage than last 
year, and very little tillable land is now out of 
cultivation. Since planting time, the weather has 
been generally favorable, and the aggregate crops 
are expected to be up to last year, and not much 
behind the record yield of 1942. 

The late spring and lack of labor kept the 
farmers from stepping up the acreage in such 
War crops as oilseeds, dried beans and peas, but 
they returned to the crops they were best able 
to handle. Fine crops of winter wheat, rye, oats 
and barely have been harvested and, given aver- 
age weather, the corn and cotton too should be 
very good. 

Our agricultural record {n the last three years, 
the Review points out, has no parallel in World 
War I. The crops were short in 1916 and 1917, 
and crop and livestock production for the war 
years rose only 5 per cent over the 1911-15 aver- 
age, the corresponding increase in this war be- 
ing about 25 per cent. As the Review points out, 
“it is not pleasant to contemplate what the sit- 
uation would be if food output had increased only 
5 per cent in this war.” The American farmer 
has a right to be proud.

An Unbending Policy in India 

Stiff-necked is the word for the refusal by 
Marshal Lord Wavell, Viceroy of India, to talk 
with Mohandas Gandhi, The Viceroy said noth- 
ing could be gained by a meeting now. What is 
to be gained by a refusal to meet? 

The Nationalist leader has, since his release 
from imprisonment, made conciliatory proposals 
to the British Government and to the Moslems. 
Lord Wavell notes that there are still sharp dif- 
ferences with the official position. He does not 
note that Mr. Gandhi has offered to compose some 
of the differences, such as the civil disobedience 
program, that stood in the way of a meeting of 
minds. 

As the New Statesman and Nation, of London, 
said in an article reprinted on this page Wednes- 
day in the Mirror of Public Opinion: “This chance 
may not come to us again. ... The main thing to 
recognize is the chance offered by Mr. Gandhi's 
change of front.... We are not sanguine that a 
settlement can be reached ... until we make it 
crystal clear that we want to settle. This Mr. 
Churchill hag never managed to convey. ... His 
countrymen expect him to say it now.” 

Many of the countrymen of Britain’s American 
ally also expect Mr. Churchill to say it. Having

joined destinies with Britain, and being of a 
mind to continue hand in hand, they feel a right, 
even a compulsion, to speak when British policy 
pursues a course which seems to them wrong 
and in the long run dangerous to their joint for- 
tune.

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United States, Purchaser 


The role which the postwar United States can 
play as a dynamo of. expanding world trade is 
pointed out in a report just issued by the Foreign 
Policy Association. This study helps to clarify 
still further the salient fact that the responsibil- 
ity for world leadership in trade expansion rests 
squarely upon our own nation. The Foreign Pol- 
icy Association would have us meet the responsi- 
bility by lowering our tariffs and saying to other 
nations that we will be an expanding market for 
their products. 

Of all the countries, the United States after the 
war will be least in need of protecting its trade 
balance. It stands to have the largest balance in 
its favor among all the nations, and it cannot 
afford to ignore the fact that this would react to 
the extreme disfavor of nations that will be little 
able to hold up under adverse conditions, 

The Foreign Policy Association points out that 
if we will take the lead in expanding world trade 
by becoming an expanding purchaser, we may 
look forward also to a great expansion in the 
markets abroad for our own goods. In other 
words, the only national policy that is wise and 
will endure is one that is international, that bases 
our economic health soundly by relating it to 
the economic health of the world community in 
which we must live. No more important doctrine 
calls for our acceptance in the world of peace 
to come, 
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No Ifs About Veterans’ Old Jobs 


The contention by Victor G. Reuther, an offi- 
cial of the CIO United Auto Workers, that service- 
men should not get their old jobs back if the 
replacements outrank them in seniority, is com- 
pletely unwarrantable, and would go far toward 
wrecking the veterans’ job replacement program. 

Col. Paul H. Griffith, chief of the veterans’ per- 
sonnel division of Selective Service, took the at- 
titude that must be taken when he replied to Mr. 
Reuther that the veteran is entitled to get his 
job back regardless of seniority. The re-employ- 
ment legislation is not intended to protect the 
seniority rule, or, in fact, to have anything to 
do with seniority; it is intended to protect the 
fobs of men who have been away fighting for 
their country. 

Mr. Reuther’s position falls well short of labor 
statesmanship. if any fraction of organized labor 
obstructs in any way the return of servicemen 
to their former jobs, it will bring discredit upon 
organized labor as a whole. The fact ought to be 
understood that, without any sort of reservation, 
the jobs which servicemen had before their in- 
duction are to be theirs on their return if they 
want them and can handle them. This simple 
justice is the desire of the vast majority of the 


people,

Citizens of Japanese descent are still barred from the West Coast 
on the ground that invasion danger exists, newspaper says; test 
case, by widow of soldier killed in action, should be heard on the 
issue of protection against arbitrary acts by the military authority,

No one, we think, will seriously contend 
today that the West Coast of the United 
States is in imminent danger of invasion. 
Yet some 70,000 American citizens, who 
were evacuated from their homes in that 
area because they happened to be of Jap- 
anese descent, are still forbidden to return, 
by military decree, on the pretext that a 
danger of invasion exists. — 

A case testing the validity of this con- 
tinued exclusion:-has at last been brought 
in the Superior Court of California. All 
Americans, we believe, ought to know the 
facts in this case and ought to ponder its 
implications for their own freedom. 


One of the plaintiffs, an American citi- 
zen of Japanese ancestry, is a woman 
named Shizuko Shiramizu. She happens to 
be widowed. Her husband, Kiyoshi Shira- 
mizu, also an American citizen, was award- 
ed the Purple Heart for wounds incurred 
in service with the United States Army in 
Italy and subsequently died from these 
wounds, Two of her brothers are now serv- 
ing in the armed forces of the United 
States, 


Security Pretext Not Valid 


Mrs. Shiramizu herself has been careful- 
ly investigated by the War Relocation Au- 
thority and has been adjudged completely 
loyal to this country, She has been tried 
by no court and’‘has committed no offense, 
save that her name has an odd sound and 
is spelled in a peculiar, foreign way. 

Mrs. Shiramizu would like to go home. 
Home, in her case, happens to be California, 
where she was born and has lived all her 
life (until she was evacuated) and earned 
her living and was married. This attach- 
ment to the neighborhood of her birth and 
her marriage seems neither unnatural nor 
un-American, 

But the Commanding General of the West- 
ern Defense Command says that her pres- 
ence in California—or the presence of any 
persons with names like hers-—-would en- 
danger the security of the United States. 
He has acknowledged an improvement in 
the military situation on the West Coast 
by canceling all the dim-out restrictive or- 


ders which were once in force. Still, he 
does not feel that he can safely permit Mra. 
Shiramizu to return to her husband's 
house, 


It is one of the functions of the courts 
of the United States to protect Americans 
against arbitrary acts of this kind by mili- 
tary officers. We hope, therefore, that Mrs. 
Shiramizu will be given her day in court 
and that the real issues of this case will 
be studied and assessed, 


A year ago, the Supreme Court upheld an 
order by the Commanding General of the 
Western Defense Command imposing a 
curfew on all persons of Japanese descent. 
In doing ‘so, however, it made clear that it 
justified a racial discrimination of this sort 
only on the ground of an emergency sit- 
uation and an urgent national danger. 


Violation of Due Process 


“Except under conditions of great emer- 
gency,” said Justice Murphy, “a regulation 
of this kind applicable solely to citizens of 
a particular racial extraction would not be 
regarded as in accord with the require- 
ment of due process of law contained in 
the fifth amendment ... When the dan- 
ger is past, the restrictions imposed on 
them should be promptly removed and their 
freedom of action fully restored.” 


From this and from other’opinions writ- 
ten by his colleagues in the same case, it 
appears patent that the Supreme Court 
would not countenance the continued ex- 
clusion of Japanese-Americans from the 
West Coast in the absence of any real and 
present danger. 

If the exclusion is based on nothing 
more than racial hostility, then it raises 
an ugly threat to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of American life. It bears, as Justice 
Murphy pointed out elsewhere in his opin- 
ion on the curfew case, “a melancholy re- 
semblance to the treatment accorded mem- 
bers of the Jewish race in Germany and 
in other parts of Europe.” 

If the freedom of citizens can be restrict- 
ed because of the spelling of their names, 
then none of us can claim more than a 
temporary and illusory hold upon freedom, 


In Firm Opposition to Old Folks’ Day

Senator Claude Pepper of Florida, a 
statesman rich in ideas, has introduced an 
eight-line document (Senate joint resolu- 
tion 119) which would request the Presi- 
dent to proclaim the second Sunday in 
October as official Old Folks’ day, to be 
observed with what is known in senatorial 
language as “appropriate ceremonies.” 

Senator Pepper, who says he is going to 
push the resolution, got the idea- from one 
of his constituents—probably one of those 
quaint old gaffers who sit in the sun at 
St. Petersburg and pass their time pitching 
horseshoes and indulging in vainglorious 
reminiscence. 

From time to time we have differed with 
Senator Pepper on many issues; there 
seems no reason why this should be an 
exception. 

We are opposed to an Old Folks’ day. 
Indeed, we are opposed to virtually all 
these special days, most of which have been 
commercialized or made ridiculous, 


We yield to no one in our affection and 
admiration for old folks as such——that vast 
group known euphemistically in California 
as “senior citizens’—but we see no sense 
in setting aside a special day for them. 
There are many objections: 

Who is going to fix the age of eligibility? 
What are “appropriate ceremonies"? 
Wouldn’t an affair that entertained one 
oldster be a confounded bore to another? 
Wouldn’t a special “day” mean that the old 
people, who have a hard enough time as it 
is, would be ignored the rest of the year? 

We could think of other reasons, if 
pressed. We string along with the Chinese 
in the veneration of our elders, but with us 
it is a 365-day-a-year job, and no Official 
pose. 

We suspect that Senator Pepper, with an 
eye to politics, has yielded to the pressure 
of some nonagenarian bloc. His latest pro- 
posal is unsound, irrelevant, futile, pip- 
squeak, time-wasting and silly. 
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The Life of George Bancroft, 
Diplomat, Pastor, Historian 


‘George Bancroft, Brahmin Rebel,"" by Russel B. 

Nye. (Alfred A. Knopf, New York.) 

This work by the winner of the second 
Alfred Knopf fellowship in biography and 
professor of English at Michigan State Col- 
lege, promises to stand as definitive for 
many years. Bancroft has been a man 
everyone had heard about but no one knew. 


“Yet the career and achievements of a dis- 


tinguished historian, diplomat, and politi- 
cian, whose life (1800-91) covered the nine 
teenth century, warrant exhaustive atten- 
tion. Nye has given it, marred only by 
repetitiousness and here and there a lack 
of salt. 

Growing up In a stoutly Independent en- 
vironment, Bancroft reflected the contem- 
porary searching of mind in religion and 
politics. After Harvard, where he looked 
to the ministry, he spent five years in Enu- 
rope, mainly Germany. Returning home 
in 1823, he first taught-at Harvard—in the 
German manner-—and began preaching, 
without much success, 

~ - * 

A brief literary excursion took him no- 
where, and his next venture was a sehool 
organized along the lines of the German 
gymnasium. Though fairly successful, 
Bancroft could not long content himself 
with the role of pedagogue. Soon he was 
writing again—literary, educational and 
historical essays. More than this, he took 
to politics as a stalwart Jacksonian. 

The politician soon buried the schoolmas- 
ter and Bancroft became a power in Mas- 
sachusetts Democracy. The election of Polk 
made him Secretary of the Navy, in which 
capacity he performed well. His real am- 
bition, however, was diplomacy, and in 
1846 he became envoy to Great Britain, 
where he spent three lively and success- 
ful years, 

_ > * 

Meanwhile, another facet of his Interests 
had begun to glow brilliantly, The prelim- 
inary historical sketches gave way to the 
“History of the United States.” As a his- 
torian, Bancroft fused the conviction of a 
controlling plan with the concept of na- 
tional genius. If he often seems a libertarti- 
an, nationalistic apologist, whose views 
have undergone revision, he did not spend 
his @nergies baling historical sawdust or 
comriving a mosaic of eulogies and epi- 
taphs. He conceived the historian as util- 
izing the freedom of an unbiased mind to 
grasp a sector of human evolution in the 
large. His chief weakness was his abject 
surrender to his subject, 

Absorbing though he found his “His- 
tory,” Bancroft could not forswear politics; 
and the succession of Andrew Johnson, 
whose “frank, dignified, direct, and manly” 
message to Congress in 1865 was composed 
by Bancroft, brought him his opportunity. 
In 1867 he became envoy to Prussia, a post 
in which he displayed such undiplomatic 
enthusiasm for German policies as to ¢x- 
cite widespread censure. Upon his return 
to America in 1874 he retired to- private 
life. Few New Englanders flowered more 
brilliantly.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—In the 
quiet little town of Sheridan, Wyo.,

On the surface, the setting is 
simple enough. The rap of United 
States District Judge T. Blake 
Kennedy's gavel will start the case 
of the State of Wyoming against 
Paul R. Franke, superintendent of 
the Jackson Hole National Monu- 
ment for the Natéonal Park Serv- 
ive, and against the United States 
government. The Attorney Gen- 
eral of Wyoming will argue that 
- the establishment of the vast mon- 
ument by President Roosevelt last 
year exceeded his authority under 
the Antiquities Act of 1906. The 
court will be asked to invalidate 
the President’s executive order, 


Fight on Plan in Congress. 

The suit is but one side of a 
two-pronged attack. The dispute 
raged in Congress for many years 
preceding the President’s procla- 
mation of March 15, 1943, estab- 
lishing the 223,000-acre valley as a 
federal reservation. Subsequently 
the opposition reached a climax 
with the introduction itn the House 
of H. R. 2241 to set aside the 
President's order. This measure 
has been reported out by commit- 
tee and is on the House consent 
calendar for debate and vote. 

Spokesmen for the Department 
of Justice and the Congressmen 
who are fighting the Barrett bill 
reply that the states’ rights 
shriek is an obvious sham, They 
declare that the real issues shake 
down to the fears of wealthy 
cattlemen of Jackson Hole Val- 
ley that they may lose their 
privilege of grazing cattle on pub- 
lic land if the National Park 
Service of the Interior Depart- 
ment retains control under the 
President’s order. 

Wyoming huntsmen, they say, 
fear they would be barred from 
shooting elk. When the great 
herds migrate across Jackson 
Hole, hunters are able to fell 
them as they stream across the 
horizon—a veritable “firing line” 
for the crack shots, one Justice 
Department spokesman told the 
Post-Dispatch. This is consid- 
ered not only good sport but 
comprises an excellent source of 
meat, it was said. Such hunting 
was permitted in season when 
the vast land was part of the 
Forest Service, which preserve 
the territory as a forest. As a 
national monument, it would be 
prohibited. 

Cattle grazing will not in any 
way be interfered with by the 
creation of the national monu- 
ment, it was explained. It is ex- 
pressly provided that private own- 
ers of land within the monument 
area may retain possession of their 
land; that the small section owned 
by the state will remain the prop- 
erty of the state, and that graz- 
ing practices remain unhindered. 

Scientific Value Disputed. 

The suit contends the Antiquities 
Act limits such national parks and 
monuments to lands containing 
objects of “scientific or historis” 
interest. It is blandly asserted 
that the Jackson Hole Reserva- 
tion contains no such objects. 

Government officials point out 
that Jackson Hole is well known 
as one of the most beautiful val- 
leys in America, and that its 
abundant plant and animal life, 
as well as its geological forma- 
tions, give it great scientific in- 
terest. 

Ownership within the  pre- 
scribed boundaries is as follows: 
Federal land, 173,000 acres, or 77.4 
per cent of the total; land bought 
by John D. Rockefeller Jr. for 
donation to the Federal Govern- 
ment, 33,560 acres, or 15.1 per 
cent; remaining private lands, 14,- 
937 acres, or 6.7 per cent; state 
school lands, 1367 acres or .6 per 
cent; total land 222,929 acres. 

Pledge to Cattlemen. 

Secretary of the Interior Har- 
old L. Ickes has pledged that all 
permits issued by federal agencies 
for use of the lands will be hon- 
ored by the National Park Serv- 
ice during the lifetime of the 
present holders, and members of 
the immediate family. There are 
only some 240 cattle-owners in the 
area of the monument, and they 
graze about 6300 head of cattle 
on a small part of the public do- 
main. 

The move to create a national 
monument of the Jackson Hole 
region actually started in 1923. 
Rockefeller three years later be- 
gan purchasimg private land in 
the region for donation to the 
Federal Government. In 1929 
Grand Teton National Park was 
established, comprising almost a 
solid block of federal lands; the 
present Jackson Hole monument 
adjoins Grand Teton Park,

Evelyn, the Hen, Has 
Lots of Personality

AMA has a bright red flower box outside the kitchen 
M window. She also has a white hen named Evelyn. In the 
flower box grow mama’s choice herb geraniums—rose 
and hazelnut and peppermint—with a few petunias for color 
and some trailing ivy for 
informality. The hen, Eve- 
lyn, has an obsession. It is 
to sit in the window box, 
alternately nipping off the 
tender young geranium 
leaves and clucking to her- 
self as she peers triumph- 
antly through the kitchen 
window. When we go down 
to the hen house in the 
morning to feed the chick- 
ens, the rest of the flock 
comes pouring out in a 
noisy, miniature flood of 
ruffled white feathers and 
falls ravenously upon their 
breakfast of hen scratch. 
Not so Evelyn. She pays no 
attention whatever to her 
food, but shakes herself, 
> clucks once or twice, then 
strides off determinedly up 
the path for all the world like a business man headed for a 
Rotary Club luncheon. Up the hill she-trots, looking neither 
to left nor right and all the time muttering under her breath. 
She hops up onto the terrace and, before you can say “Jack 
Robinson,” into the flower box she flies. Mama, leaving the 
breakfast bacon to burn, runs out the door and picks Evelyn 
up by the scruff of her neck and gives her a good toss down 
the hill. Evelyn picks herself up, shakes her feathers into 
place and heads back for the window box. This routine starts 
at 7 in the morning and is often still going on when I get home 
in the evening, varied only occasionally when Evelyn spends a 
half hour in the carefully fenced rosebed,

@ MAMA COVERS THE WINDOW BOX with a sheet, only 
to come out a half hour later and find Evelyn hiding coyly 
beneath it. She makes an ingenious arrangement of: kitchen 
knives with their blades pointing upward and out, but Evelyn 
flies over them and tosses them to the ground. We clip her 
wings so she can’t fly but she still makes it by hopping first 
onto a chair and then on up to the window sill. The other 
day we covered the window box with chicken netting. It isn’t 
very attractive but Evelyn seems non-plussed for the moment. 
If she figures out a way to beat this, I suppose the only al- 
ternatives are to give up and sacrifice the geraniums or follow 
George's suggestion and clip her wings off, right at the neck! 
But I doubt whether we could bring ourselves to do that. We 
eouldn’t eat a hen with so much personality,

We didn’t raise as many chickens this year as last, 
and those we did raise were hatched out under hens. 
This isn’t a good method when you have a big flock, 
but when you want only a couple dozen chicks, it is 
both simpler and more fun. As each hen hatched out 
her brood, we put her in a coop near the porch so we 
could enjoy seeing the youngsters get their start in life. 
Next they were moved down to the range feeder in the 
field and finally when they are just about frying size 
they went of their own accord up to the house with the 
big hens, 
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@ OFTEN WHEN I GO DOWNTOWN on Monday, someone 
will ask, “Well, did you have a restful week end?” and I get 
a chuckle out of that. Country week ends, for a city farmer, 
are always eventful but almost never restful. It isn’t so bad if 
you've been able to sneak a day off during the week—or even 
an afternoon, but this summer I haven't been very lucky at 
that and so the work piles up. It generally starts about noon 
on Friday when mama calls and says, “Try to get home a lit- 
tle early. We've just got to get those beans and tomatoes 
picked for tomorrow’s canning.” So I hurry all I can and we 
have early supper and I get on the old clothes and we take the 
baskets and head down the hill to the garden.

@ LOTS OF FOLKS HAD TROUBLE WITH their string- 
beans this year. The vines were big and the blooms prolific but 
they wouldn't “set on” any beans. We've had trouble with our 
beans, too, but in a different way. The Bountifuls came first 
and we picked and picked. A goodly supply were frozen in the 
locker and mama canned pints and pints. But the Bountifuls 
kept bearing. Then one day I happened to look at the two 
rows of Burpee’s Yellow-Pod Bush and got an awful shock. 
They were loaded to the ground. Once more we picked and 
canned and picked and ate and picked and gave beans to all 
our friends who'd take them. And those vines are still loaded 
with beans. You might say—why plant s0 many beans? But 
last season, between the weather and the bean beetles, we 
planted just as many and didn’t have enough,

It’s the same with the sweet corn. If you want a 
good crop, you should plant several rows so that the 
wind can carry the pollen across as well as up and 
down. I plant four rows, then two for a second plant- 
ing, then four for a final crop because hot weather 
may cut the yield on.the late corn to almost nothing.

@ WELL, YOU CAN SEE THAT Friday evening doesn’t get 
all the vegetables picked. And Saturday there’s carpenter work 
to be done. We get up fairly early because Fred is off for his 
job on his motorcycle with his lunch packed at seven fifteen. 
And before I’ve finished my second cup of coffee, here are 
George and young George armed with tools for the day’s 
work and ready to go. The three of us put in nine hours, with 
me running away now and then for an odd job or two which 
mama has saved up for the week end. Sunday really is rest- 
ful. We build a terrace and lay a rock wall in the morning. 
That leaves the whole afternoon to cultivate the garden and 
sucker the late corn and clean the chicken house and get 
the beans and tomatoes picked for Monday’s canning. Yes, 
week ends in the country are relaxing. 


Boom in the Divorce Business 


Judge Blames Increase in Cases Here on Wartime Emotions and High Wages. 
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By Clarissa Start 


NE of the biggest boom busi- 
nesses stimulated by the war 
has nothing to do with the 
making of munitions or the furth- 
ering of the military effort. It is 
the divorce business, which is 
breaking all records and rising to 
such an ail-time high that even 
members of the legal profession, 
as well as religious and_ civic 
leaders, are viewing this Franken- 
steinian monster with horror. 
There is plenty of reason for 


alarm, whether you take a local 
or national view, but narrowing 
it down to our own community, it 
is obvious that hostilities on the 
war front have had their rever- 
berations on the home front. 


The first six months of 1944 
saw an 18 per cent rise in di- 
vorces over the first six months of 
1943 and a 34 per cent rise over 
the first six months of 1942. A 
corresponding slump in marriages 
has resulted in a marriage versus 
divorce score for the first six 
months of this year of 5239 to 
3316 respectively. 


This ratio of nearly one-out-of- 
two is a far cry from the one-out- 
of-six statistics which were once 
considered shocking, but even 
more extreme were figures for St. 
Louis County during the first 
four months of this year when di- 
vorce petitions came within two 
of equalling the number of mar- 
riage licenses issued. In the city, 
judges and lawyers are appalled 
at the fact that divorce actions 
make up 70 per cent of all their 
cases in the Circuit Courts. 


Circuit Court Divisions 15 and 
16, on the eighth floor of the Civil 
Courts Building, are set aside as 
Domestic Relations Courts for the 
trying of divorce. cases in St. 
Louis. During most of the year, 
Judge Michael J. Scott, who also 
serves as Judge of the Juvenile 
Court, presides over the divorce 
hearings, sitting in one court one 
day and in the other court the 
next day. However, during the 
summer months this year, his 
place is being filled by Judges 
William B. Flynn and Harry F. 
Russell, alternately.

It is hardly an inspiring job 
for any judge. There is a_ de- 
pressing monotonous sameness 
about divorce cases. They follow 
a pattern that starts with the 
sharp rap of the gavel, the voice 
of the deputy sheriff calling 
up Smith vs. Smith, the self-con- 
scious shuffling of the plaintiff 
and the two character witnesses 
to the front of the courtroom, 
where they solemnly swear that 
the testimony they are about to 
give is the whole truth and noth- 
ing but the truth. 


The questions that the lawyer 
puts to his client are equally stere- 
otyped. “When were you mar- 
ried? Where? When and where 
did you separate? During the 
time you were married, did you 
treat your husband (or wife) with 
love and affection, try to discharge 
all your obligations as best you 
knew how? And meanwhile, how 
did he (or she) treat you—nagging 
and quarrelsome, cold and indiffer- 
ent, always finding fault, staying 
out late without just cause?” 

These and other vague charges 
make up the majority of the “gen- 
eral indignities” for which most 
divorces are obtained. They often 
have little. to do with the truth 
of the individual cases, even less 
with the underlying cause of the 
divorce boom.

vious Irish impatience at the av- 
enage divorce testimony, does 
much to ferret out the true faets, 
so much so that one observer re- 
marked: “You don’t get a divorce 
decree from Judge Flynn just by 
coming in and saying good morn- 
ing.” 
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In the judges’ opinion, wartime 
emotions and high wartime wages 
are directly responsible for most 
divorce cases today. 

“We still have the natural run 
of cases,” he observed, “but the 
increase is due to two things, first, 
the war, and second, the economic 
situation, which is the result of 
war. We have a lot of cases of 
couples who didn’t know each 
other long enough before they 
were married, or got married 
while the husband was in service, 
and while they may have been 
married six months, they had 
actually lived together only a 
week. 


“Many cases are the result of a 
serviceman’s suspicions about his 
life. I’m inclined to believe some 
of this is due to the fact that 
other soldiers come back from 
their furloughs with weird tales 
of what they’ve seen, and thus 
create suspicions. The soldier hus- 
band comes back with that suspi- 
cious temperament and accuses 
his wife of infidelity. If it’s true, 
it leads to divorce; if not, his wife 
resents it and that creates an in- 
tolerable situation. 


“Then we have the people from 
the country who came here with 
practically nothing and get good 
jobs. It’s not just an ordinary 
case of husband and wife working. 
There are Many marriages in 
which both work but they have an 
understanding about paying for 
furniture or buying a home, or 
saving for the future, But these 
are cases where both parties work 
without any objective in mind, The 
wife goes downtown on Monday 
night and buys up everything in 
sight and the husband spends his 
salary in a tavern. What can you 
expect but a broken home? 


“If you didn’t have the economic 
situation you wouldn’t have these 
cases, If the wife couldn’t get a 


job making $40 a week, if the hus- 
band made only $20 or $25, their 


desires would be less and there’d 


be more home life. The more 
money they make the more oppor- 
tunity there is to do things that 
create trouble.” 
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The cases in court the day we 
sat there bore out these conten- 
tions. There was one couple with 
four children. They were being 
divorced because the man was in- 
fatuated with another woman: A 
former sharecropper in Southeast 
Missouri, he was now a war 
worker making $58 a week. His 
wife was earning $30 a week, and 
stated that she preferred working 
and leaving her children in the 
care of “a girl who comes in some 
times,” or her landlady. 


Such cases as these in which 
the husband finds that his stock 
as a Lothario has gone up in pro- 
portion to his newly acquired in- 
come are commonplace. The ro- 
mantic inclinations of one partner 
seemed responsible for most of the 
divorces. Mother-in-law troubles 
were the cause of only one of the 
27 cases tried that morning, al- 
though they ranged from the 18- 
year-old boy whose 17-year-old wife 
had been arrested for street walk- 
ing to the Negro woman who 
stated her husband was “treach- 
erous—he never showed me none 
of his paycheck.” 

Another was very airy about her 
lack of grounds. “We just agreed 
to disagree,” she said. 

One striking fact about the di- 
vorce situation is that the persons 
involved are not the _ well-to-do, 
but those from average or low in- 
come groups. There were none 
of the glamorous divorcees of fic- 
tion and cinema in the courtroom, 
only young frightened-eyed girls, 
older, tired-looking women. Of 
course, divorces are also being 
sought now by persons of lighter 
morals who might otherwise “jump 
over a broomstick,” as one man 
described it, before taking a new 
mate. With money to burn, they 
seek divorce because it puts them 
in the limelight. 
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All eases involving children, 
about one out of three, are in- 
vestigated by the Juvenile Proba- 
tion Department, attached to the 
Domestic Relations Court. This 
investigating department does not 
attempt to dictate custody of the 
children but does attempt to put 
the proper picture before the 
Judge, and sometimes recommends 
that children be removed from 
both parents. 

Felix A. Chopin, head of this 
department, has his own ideas on 
the fundamental cause of divorce. 

“When your grandmother got 
married, it was considered 
sacred,” he said. “Now, most 
people take the view that if they 
don’t adjust to marriage, they can 
always get a divorce. 

“Then there’s another aston- 
ishing thing, When I was young

it was wrong enough for a wom- 
an to get a divorce but unheard 
of for a woman to be divorced 
by her husband. People crossed 
the street to avoid passing such 
a woman. Now women come in 
here and our investigation shows 
they’re the abused party but they 
set their husbands go ahead and 
get the divorce. ‘Why not?’ is 
their attitude. ‘Why should I 
spend my money? What differ- 
ence does it make who gets the 
divorce ?’ 
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“The only alternative we have 
is to start in the schools and im- 
press on children the solemnity 
of marriage. Then we can get 
to work on the Legislature and 
make divorce more. difficult. 
There are 11 different grounds in 
Missouri; I think they should be 
reduced to two or three. Then 
there should be an interlocutory 
degree granted with a six months’ 
period before the final decree. 


“Under our laws men and wom- 
en walk out of the divorce court 
and are married again immedi- 
ately. Of course, the ideal situa- 
tion would be to have the court 
appoint an investigator, similar to 
the ‘proctor’ in English courts, to 
investigate all cases thoroughly 
before they come to trial.” 

Judge Flynn agrees with this 
latter suggestion. 

“If only the court had the 
power to appoint a member of the 
bar to make an investigation and 
report back the facts of the case, 
I dare say it would stop 50 per 
cent of the divorce cases,” he 
said. “But the court doesn’t have 
any such power under the law. 
This situation will continue to 
exist as long as we have the pres- 
ent economic situation, and after 
the war, in my opinion, it’s going 
to be worse. If it doesn’t get back 
to normalcy after the war, some- 
thing will have to be done.” 


There are other opinions on 
the cause and cure of the divorce 
disease. Some maintain that lack 


of religion is the cause, and Dr, 


Walter Maier of Concordia Semi- 
nary has stated that church mem- 
bers make up only 10 per cent 
of divorce cases. Others are in- 
clined to blame childlessness, and 
national statistics do show that 
71 per cent of childless couples 
end up in the divorce courts, 
Or, the movies may be partially 
to blame, since our chief form of 
national entertainment glamor- 
izes divorce, over-emphasizes ro- 
mantic love until the average 
couple expects marriage to be a 
lifelong courtship. 


Perhaps it is essentially wom- 
an’s problem. Women, enjoying 
a new economic independence, see 
no reason why they should not 
enjoy a man’s social independ- 
ence and freedom, and have a 
second fling at youth if they 
have tired of the restrictions of 
marriage.

Spinach Revealed 


In Its True Colors 
By Clarissa Start 


OPEYE has lost prestige, at least as a dietitian. His 
P favorite, much praised specialty for super-strength, spinach, 

now has been proven to be something less than the vim 
and vigor vegetable that nutritionists and food mamas believed 
it to be. Spinach, as well as 
beet greens and chard, also 
in the class of foods you eat 
because they’re “good for 
you,” has now shown itself 
in its true colors, a rather 
unhealthy green and, accord- 
ing to Department of Agri- 
culture nutritionists, pos- 
sessed of an “undesirably 
high” amount of oxalic acid, 
a substance which interferes 
with the assimilation of cal- 
cium in the human body, 

Now they tell us! Now, 
after years of de-sanding 
spinach under a 20-minute 
spray of water, after years 
spent cramming a bushel of 
greens into a saucepan and 
ending up with a condensed 
wad of unappetizing sea- 
weed, which had to be 
dressed up with hard Boiled eggs, and accompanied by a stern 
lecture on health and the advantages of growing up to be a 
strong, brawny baseball player. All those dire threats of, 
“Eat your spinach or you don’t get any dessert.” 
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@ THE SITUATION, HOWEVER, IS NOT AS BLACK for 
the greens as it might first appear. A statement issued by 
the Bureau of Hunfin Nutrition and Home Economics to calm 
those who were too upset at the news that spinach is out of 
fashion, emyphasizes the fact that all greens contribute vitamin 
C, A, some of the B vitamins, and iron to the diet. In addi- 
tion, most of them provide calcium for body use. It just so 
happens that in the case of spinach, beet greens, and chard, 
the calcium present is poorly utilized by the body or may 
not be used at all. These greens contain the offending oxalic 
acid which combines with calcium to form a compound which 
the body cannot absorb. 
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@ THIS DOES NOT MEAN THAT if your child is a spinach 
addict, you should look for the first signs of crumbling teeth 
and softening bones. Says the Department of Agriculture, “If 
a child or grown-up gete the amount of calcium recommended 
by nutritionists and therefore uses generous quantities of milk 
or cheese, the amounts of calcium and oxalic acid obtained 
from spinach would be relatively small and would probably 
have negligible effect. If an individual’s meals are low in 
calcium—as would probably be the case if greens in amounts 
ordinarily eaten were the chief source of food calcium—it 
becomes essential to avoid unnecessary losses. If calcium is 
short in the diet, it is unwise to select as greens those kinds 
with relatively high oxalic acid content. Other greens should 
preferably be chosen.” 
x 5: 2 


In other words, the choice amounts to plenty of 
milk in your diet if you’re a spinach eater, or making 
the sacrifice of giving up spinach if you don’t like milk. 
This choice is one that is not necessary to repeat to 
your children, however. 
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@ THE OTHER GREENS RECOMMENDED by the nutri- 
tionists might conceivably please your palate even more than 
spinach. There is broccoli, “an interesting and relatively sure- 
crop vegetable,” says a department leaflet, and while we feel 
that “interesting” is a strong term to use in reference to 
broccoli, it is, as the leaflet says further, “edible.” There are 
also loose leaf cabbage and lettuce, mustard and turnip greens, 
collards, and kale. An average family will react to these with 
varying degrees of enthusiasm, 
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@ THERE 1S ONLY ONE DANGER that we can see in 
connection with this spinach expose. While nutritionists 
have squelched the idea that buying and eating habits will be 
greatly influenced, we are afraid that if the discovery is 
generally bruited about, it may have a marked effect on 
habits of obedience and do much to shake faith in parental 
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omniscience, After years of promoting spinach it’s going to 
take a lot of courage for mothers to switch allegiance to, 
“Eat your kale, dear. It’s good for you, and interesting, too.” 
This would give way to the natural reaction, “Aw, last year 
you said it was spinach, Now make up your mind.” 
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It may be that broccoli, kale, loose leaf cabbage, 
collards, turnip and mustard greens can be sold to 
young America with little difficulty. Although they 
come in the raw and there is no boxtop appeal involved, 
it may be that Popeye, Kerry Drake or Iodine Tremble- 
chin will take to eating the new favorites and thus pave 
the way for all their little admirers, 
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@ ON THE OTHER HAND, YOUTH, always prone to be cyn- 
ical, may class all greens as fly-by-nights, nutrients today, 
slow poison tomorrow. They may be crafty enough to ehange 
their time-honored excuses to the scientific remonstrance. 

“Mother,” a progressively educated child may point out 
patiently, “do you realize the oxalic acid content of that stuff? 
How do you expect me to grow up to be big and strong? Do 
you want me to look like my father?” Or the little darlings 
may be more blunt about it. They may take one look at a 
doubtfully tempting plate of mustard greens or collards, dis- 
guised with hard boiled egg slices, and sneer, like the child in 
the famed cartoon: 

“I say it’s spinach and I say the hell with it.”

Walter G. Campbell Has Retired 
After 37 Years of Service in Guard- 
ing the Nation Against Impurities in 


Foods and Drugs 
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A BACTERIOLOGIST OF THE 
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FOOD AND DRUG ADMINISTRATION 
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EXAMINES SURGICAL DRESSINGS FOR STERILITY.

WASHINGTON, .Aug. 19. 


HE mother who gives her sick 
T vary a dose of medicine with 

confidence and the housewife 
who takes it for granted that a 
pound of butter weighs a pound 
both can give most of the credit 
to Walter G. Campbell, longtime 
chief of America’s food and drug 
police. 

Called “the perfect civil servant” 
in a recent tribute, Campbell went 
to work 37 years ago for the Gov- 
ernment under President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Republican, and 
retired this year under Democratic 
Franklin Roosevelt. 


Always, he had been under civil 
service, although his titles ranged 
from inspector to commissioner 
of foods and drugs and director 
of regulatory work of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, a post equiv- 
alent to that of assistant secre- 
tary. 

The tall, bald Scotsman 
not a chemist although he 
acting chief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry for more than two 
years. He is, in his own words, 
“not a food faddist, not a sci- 
entist, not ag@octor, not a nutri- 
tionist.” He is a. lawyer from 
Louisville, Ky., who—accidentally 
at first, and purposely later—de- 
voted his life to public service. 
Frequently during his long career 
with the food and drug division 
he refused many higher-paid jobs, 

The Food and Drug Administra- 
tion, as Campbell developed it, 
has had its share of limelight. Its 
200 inspectors, operating from 16 
laboratory-equipped stations 
throughout the nation, have per- 
formed “needle -in-the-haystack” 
feats in tracking down a man- 
killing drug or an arsenic-filled 
cake. 

But its greatest value has been 
in the day-in, day-out weighing up 
of butter, the day-in, day-out fac- 
tory inspections, the day-in, day- 
out checking of imports. 


As George P. Larrick, chief in- 
spector, puts it: 


“The important thing is that 
the food I take in, the medicine I 
give my kids, and the cosmetics 
my wife uses are made under a 
little bit better conditfons and are 
more likely to be safe and sani- 
tary because of the Food and Drug 
Administration. And the business 
man who wants to do the right 
thing is protected from unscrup- 
ulous competitors.” 

Here's what 66-year-old Camp- 
bell did in his 37 years, despite 
changes in administration, varying 
appropriations, Congressmen who 
wanted to spare a constituent, and 
a few manufacturers who didn’t 
mind sacrificing lives or sanita- 
tion to make a few dollars: 

He enforced without favor the 
Food and Drug Act obtained iff 
1906 by zealous, crusading Dr. Har- 
vey Wiley, first food and drug 
chief. Although he .did not be- 
come chief until 1927, Campbell 
dominated enforcement _ policies 
from the beginning when he

talked Dr. Wiley out of requiring 
inspectors to carry reticules to 
pick up their samples. An admin- 
istrative genius, he has organized 
and systematized the regulatory 
work, 


He fought until he obtained a 
new and better law in 1938. Then 
he combed the country for top- 
rank scientists “who could hold 
their own in court” to see that 
consumers got full protection un- 
der that law. 


Now, he has turned over the job 
to what he terms “the finest group 
of public service-minded employes 
in this Government or any other,” 
under the direction of his chosest 
associate, Dr. Paul B. Dunbar, 
new Commissioner of Food and 
Drugs under the Federal Security 
agency, where the bureau was 
transferred in 1940 from Agricul- 
ture. Dr. Dunbar takes the office 
back to Ph. D. ranks, 


Campbell retired with one big 
disappointment, he said today. 

“We asked for control of ad- 
vertising,” he explained. “But the 
drug manufacturers and the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission were too 
strong for us. We regard adver- 
tising as an extension of labeling 
and the two fields should be cov- 
ered by a single act enforced by a 
single agency. Chaos is likely to 
result and the consumer will suf- 


fer.” 
W up continues such consumer 

safeguards as waylaying at 
port brandy shipments containing 
broken glass, testing all penicillin 
manufactured in this country, and 
seizing blindness-causing eyelash 
dyes, Campbell is living quietly 
on his three and a half acres in 
nearby Arlington, Va. 

He plays ‘“nurse-chauffeur” to 
his ill wife. He plans to take part 
in civic affairs and to improve 
his already good golf game when 
she is better. He runs a power 
mower over his acre of lawn and 
plays with 4-year-old “Jim,” the 
third in a series of Campbell bull- 
dogs. 

Still, the consumers 
for so long are on his mind, Al- 
though he probably is more re- 
sponsible than any other man for 
the fact that American house- 
wives and doctors and glamour 
girls take it for granted that their 
drugs, food and cosmetics will be 
pure and safe, he doesn’t want 
them to take it for granted, 

“There still is need for the con- 
sumer group to be on the alert,” 
the genial, dignified Campbell 
said. “I wish there were a nation- 
wide inquisitiveness about what 
the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion is doing. I wish the public 
generally would drop into our 
laboratories. I wish more house- 
wives would express their views 
when we hold hearings to set 
standards,”

work at the Washington lab are 
secret. The Food and Drug Ad- 
mirfistration has gone to war. All 
the Army’s hospital supplies are 
tested for sterility. Army and 
Navy disinfectants and fungicides 
are examined, not only for effec- 
tiveness but for the reactions of 
users. Such things as the new 
DDT for killing lice and atabrine 
for controlling malaria have been 
tested on lab animals as well as 
chemically. Before a manufactur- 
er ships the new penicillin drug, 
he sends samples of each lot to 
be tested five ways by food and 
drug experts. Studies have been 
made to determine vitamin €on- 
tent of basic rations for the 
armed forces. 

Campbell’s foresight in develop- 
ing new pharmacological and vi- 
tamin divisions in 1935 helped pre- 
pare FDA for the war. He built 
them characteristically. The reg- 
ister for pharmacologists was old 
and inadequate so he persuaded 
the Civil Service Commission to 
terminate it. Before new exami- 
nations were announced he had 
made visits all over the country 
and talked top men in the field 
at leading universities into taking 
the exams. 


He also got the jobs reclassi- 
fied so that the scientists wouldn’t 
have to take quite such large pay- 
cuts to do their country a service, 
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EFORE his retirement, Camp- 


bell) supervised a number of 
other activities growing out of 
the war, principally the testing of 
substitutes for shortage materials. 

Housewives were reassured that 
synthetic rubber was safe for seal- 
ing canning jar caps, Plastic 
water pipe was shown to be non- 
ratproof, Tests on one aluminum 
substitute resulted in its approval 
for surgical and dental instru- 
ments but not for cooking uten- 
sils. Glycols proposed as solvents 
to replace scarce glycerine proved 
unsatisfactory, except for propy- 
lene glycol. 

It was one of these dangerous 
solvents, diethylene glycol, which 
was used to make the “sulfanili- 
mide elixir’ which took the lives 
of 105 persons and would have 
killed many more if FDA inspec- 
tors had not recovered—and quick- 
ly— the unused elixir from drug 
houses, stores § and salesmen, 
physicians and home _ medicine 
cabinets all over the country, 
That incident undoubtedly helped 
get a provision in the 1938 law 
which requires all new drugs en- 
tering the market to be pre-tested 
by FDA. 

Another war shortage prompted 
the “from garbage to candy” case, 
in which the two partners op- 
erating a fruit glace company, 
and a fruit specialties company, 
were convicted in Chicago and 
now await sentence. Rationing 
cut down the supply of citrus fruit 
peeling available at juice canning 
plants. At the same time, demand 
for the candied peel went up. The 
Chicago partners hit on the bright 
idea of buying breakfast table 
garbage at the Great Lakes Naval 
Training Station. 

FDA inspectors found bits of 
the cigarette butts sailors had 
crushed into their grapefruit shells 


in the finished candy along with 


egg shell fragments, bits of ham- 
burger, coffee grounds and other 
unappetizing tidbits, 
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N such’ cases the FDA starts 
| criminal actions instead of sim- 

ply causing the label to read: 
“Made from Garbage.” 

Inability to obtain labor to keep 
things clean has been the defense 
in several recent violations, but 
a West Virginia Judge held that 
it wasn’t enough for an operator 
to do all he can do, If that isn’t 
enough to get his plant in satis- 
factory shape, the Judge said, he 
must close it although hardship 
may be involved, 

Some of the current substitution 
and filth violations remind Camp- 
bell of his own days in inspection 
work, 

“Once we injected a quinine Sso- 
lution into several bags of olive 
pits in an import shipment,” he 
recalled. ‘We knew .the pits were 
going to be used to stretch pep- 
per, but normally we wouldn't 
have been able to prove it by tests 
of the finished product, The 
quinine did the trick and the col- 
or reactions of the allegedly ex- 
pensive spice proved our point. 

“In another early case, we had 
a suspicion,” he said, “that a firm 
exporting horse meat to France 
and Belgium and also selling it 
locally for free lunches in saloons, 
was picking .up dead horses off 
the streets. The pickled meat 
wouldn’t show whether or not it 
came from a horse that had died 
of heat or disease. So we ar- 
ranged to have an inspector get a 
job as truck driver for the firm, 
He found the proof and the place 
closed down.”

tests will show the truth, and 
there are still things which defy 
analysis. For that reason, FDA 
experts constantly are working on 
methods of testing as well as the 
actual testing, and their research 
has resulted in several important 
scientific discoveries. 

The retired Food and Drug Ad- 
ministrator always has had the 
attitude that most business men 
want to do the right thing. Most 
manufacturers who disliked FDA 
“interference” at first came to 
know Campbell as a fair and 
impersonal administrator, a care- 
ful custodian of public money. 
It was the wilful violator who 
found him tough. 

Associates didn’t call him by 
his first name, but Campbell was 
very approachable, very compan- 
ionable. He discouraged “yes 
men” and he and his Ph. D., ad- 
visers had some violent argu- 
ments. Sometimes they changed 
his mind, too. When_ subordi- 
nates made errors, Campbell took 
the rap. 

The men who worked with him 
liked his ability to shrug his 
shoulders when he got reversed 
by a superior or stymied by Con- 
gress. He simply started out to 
make progress in another direc- 
tion. When others were dis- 
couraged, he had a happy faculty 
of tossing in a funny story to 
break the tension. He was con- 
sidered the best poker player in 
the FDA—used to say he got to 
know his inspectors better that 


way, 
W and drug career was acciden- 

tal, he means that he intend- 
ed to be a lawyer. He didn’t even 
like chemistry, But in addition to 
taking care of a greenhouse and 
testing cows while working his 
way through the University of 
Kentucky and its law school, he 
had done some work for the 
State's young food and drug set- 
up. 

When he proudly hung out his 
shingle in Louisville—his lawyer- 
father had died at 33 and he 
wanted to carry on—the State 
brought him food and drug cases.

NEW YORK, Aug. 19. 
EITHER. the _ inconveniences 
N of the times nor the generally 
pervading shortages of de luxe 
comestibles and good waiters seem 
to make any dent in the perfec- 
tion which dining still achieves in 
a substantial number of the town’s 
established restaurants, although 
how their proprietors contrive to 
cope with the whims of rationing 
and the wages in shipyards no- 
body knows. 
Perhaps it’s merely seasonal, 


but there are signs that the lush 
spending boom of last winter, 
when the saloons, theaters, night 
clubs, hotels and restaurants were 
all doing a land-office business, is 
on the decline. It hasn't, however, 
touched the trade of such strictly 
top-notch places as the Colony, 
Jack and Charlie’s, Baroque, Le 
Pavilion, Chambord and Chateau- 
briand, nor has it visibly affected 
the variety of their menus nor the 
precision of their service. 
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THIS DEPARTMMENT had oc- 
casion to dine at the last named 
of these houses the other evening 
for the first time in several weeks, 
and if anything about the Cha- 
teaubriand had changed other 
than the linen of the customers 
and seasonal variations on the 
menu, it wasn’t perceptible. With- 
out resorting to the decorator’s 
technique, Chateaubriand is pos- 
sessed of an agreeable decor, con- 
sisting of an eye-level ledge ex- 
tending around the premises and 
filled with empties of vintage 
years and celebrated spirits. 

If there is anything calculated 
to make the judicious patrons call 
for a wine card it is the sight of 
such a noble array of dead sol- 
diers ranging from stately jero- 
boams of Perrier-Jouet in the fa- 
bled years of ‘19 and ’20 to grace- 
ful flagons which once conveyed 
Stienberger to the stem glasses of 
the fastodious, 
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Roger Parizot, who ts both a 
partner and chef dé@ cuisine at 
Chateaubriand and a cunning 
artisan among the stewpots, 
makes no complaint of the 
times except in the most gen- 
eral terms, and through his 
connections with influential 
wholesalers contrives to keep 
his menus practically unaltered 
from the prewar article. He 
lacks Strasburg foie gras and 
French and Italian cheeses and 
a few of the smoked and tinned 
fish from the far north coun- 
tries, but otherwise his bill of 
fare is fully as comprehensive 
as it was in 1940 and interest- 
ingly illustrated with fresh 
caviar, pheasant, pompano and 
other luxury fodders. 
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AROUND THE TOWN: Van- 
tage points for viewing the Allied 
Victory parade up Fifth avenue, 
when and as it may be marched, 
are being reserved by enterpris- 
ing forward lookers. Prob- 
ably the very first of these, how- 
ever, was an old patron of the St. 
Regis, who wired the manage 
ment for his usual suite at the 
corner of Fifth and Fifty-fifth, 
from which to view the eventful

Here Next Season

OHN KENNEDY, whose concluding first season as produc- 
J tions manager of Municipal Opera has been given a happy 

ending by the announcement yesterday by the sponsors of the 
opera that he’s been engaged again for next season to head the 
Forest Park musical enterprises, was 
telling a “good one” on himself by 
way of indirect comment on his 
reappointment. 

Backdrop of the “good one” he 
told was the outdoors stage of the 
opera; the time was late afternoon, 
during rehearsals of the dancing 
chorus. “I'd been getting a minimum 
of what is commonly called ‘tent- 
perament’ on the stage,” Kennedy 
reminisced, “no fights, no arguments, 
everything going smoothly in the 
cast, etc. and I was feeling pretty 
good.

“THERE WAS only one thing to do. ‘You,’ I yelled at the 
kicker, ‘off the set.’ ‘What?’ said the boy. He seemed surprised. 
So did everybody elseBincluding the one who'd been kicked. A 
director, you know, can be put on the spot simply by people 
waiting to see what he'll do under given circumstances. ‘Off,’ I 
repeated. ‘Sit it out.’ The boy started to mumble something, 
but of course I wasn’t going to let him make alibis at a time 
like that. 

“Off I had him go. Later, Anthony Nelle, the dance director 
in specific charge of the number, came over to me to explain. 
I'd cooled down a bit meanwhile. ‘You know,’ said Nelle, ‘the 
boy, in the script, is supposed to be a cop. The kick is part of 
the business he’s supposed to be engaged in.’ 

“There was nothing for it but to make a public statement. 
‘You were right, I was wrong,’ I told the boy. ‘The trouble with 
your acting was it was so good it fooled me like it was the real 
thing.’”

AZI Germany found itself 
fighting for life on a fourth 
front last week. Invasion of 

Southern France began last Tueg- 
day morning; by Wednesday night 
it was officially announced at Al- 
lied headquarters that all initial 
objectives had been taken, and in- 
vading beachheads firmly estab- 
lished between Cannes and Tou- 
lon. Penetration inland was pro- 
ceeding; casualties were unusual- 
ly light, with resistance compara- 
tively small. The Germans them- 
selves, although reporting heavy 
battles with Allied forces, soon ad- 
mitted the establishment of beach- 
heads. Although landings were 
prevented at one place, according 
to an Allied report, an official an- 
nouncement at midweek declared 
airborne troops and pre-invasion 
air bombings had _ successfully 
blocked Nazi reinforcements, and 
“French and American troops 
were streaming ashore in great 
numbers." Avowed purpose of 
the new front was to push through 
to the Allied armies fighting in 
Normandy and Brittany, divert 
German reinforcements from that 
area as well as from the Soviet 
and Italian fronts. Commander-in- 
Chief of the new invasion was Brit- 
ish General Sir Henry Maitland 
Wilson; Major-General Alexander 
M. Patch, an American, headed 
the ground forces, identified as the 
Seventh Army, to which was 
attached a French force.
